“ Shelb, was you in the war ? ” 
“ I were in the Ecouts. 
I joined the cav­ 
alry first, but they found out that I knew 
something about woods aud paths and 
sich, and put me into the scouts. 
I can’t 
sa,.' I likea the service, though there ..was 
¿odd pints about it. 
A man conld go 
pr-ytty much where he pleased so he kept to 
a general line of country, and pf course this 
liberty wasYery agreeable to me, but then 
I neve.' coura get used to the ides of sol­ 
dierin' without a gun.” 
1 Why, didn’t scouts have guns?” 
" Nary gun. 
It was even agin orders to 
carry a six-shooter, though most of ns did 
it. 
But you ste our business was to run 
and not fight, and it was best to keep out 
of temptation. 
When a fellow had no 
weapons he had to run, while if armed he 
was always bein’ tempted to do some bush­ 
whacking on his own account. 
The Lord 
know* how many Yankee Ginera'.s and 
Colonels I moaght have bagged if I had 
only done it. 
But it would have interfered 
with the General getting information, and 
to supply that alone was our business.” 
“ You must have had some adventures, 
though ? ” 
'■ Well, I don’t know that they amounted 
to that much, but I seed several things 
along daring of the war. 
One time I jest 
dropped in to supper at a friend’s house in 
North Mississippi, and hearing the family 
in the parlor I walked right iu. There was 
nohojv there but women, and they w ere 
looking mighty ¡fostered about something. 
They were red-hot Union folks, but good 
frituds of mine, and many a good point 
had I got by a sociable chat with them 
simple women. 
So I didn’t mind their dis­ 
turbed looks much, but arter passing the 
time of day and sioh like I dropped down 
onto the sofy as natural as life. 
“ ‘Oh! Don’t sit on that uncomfortable 
thing, Mr. McP.,’ they all squealed to­ 
gether. 
“ ‘Do 
occupy 
the 
chair,’ said the 
mother, getting up out of the rocker. 
“ ‘ Or inaybe this would be more prefer­ 
able to you,’ said one of the gals, bringing 
up her little chair. 
“ ‘ Why, I wouldn’t take yer chairs for 
the world, ladies,’ I protested, and begged 
them to belive that mo=i any sofy were 
softer than a saddle. 
“ Well, we had a reglar dispute about it, 
and one little miss about 1G she come up 
aud got hold of me and wanted to pull me 
up anyhow. 
I laughed and got about half 
way riz, when her hold slipped and down 
I come again with a bump. 
And some­ 
body grunted ‘ Good God 
and the women 
broke for other parts. 
“ ‘ Hello,’ stz 1, ‘ what’s that ?' 
“ ‘Its me !’ Slid atine voice away down 
under the sofy. And, by bokcy, there 
was a Yankee Major that had come over 
to see the gals and hid under the sofy. 
But he w as too fat under the circingle by 
about six inches, and the sofy rested on 
him instead of the floor, and my cavortin’ 
and humping had been on him altogether.” 
“ Did you capture him, Shelb 1” 
“ Thunder, no. 
We never captured no­ 
body without orders. 
I pulled him out 
and we all had a good langh together, and 
a good supper besides. 
Though I won’t 
say that I didn’t get some points out of 
him, for that was my business. 
But we 
parted friends, and he sent me afterward a 
tine meerschaum pipe through the lines, 
with a word wrote on it ; * Sofa and yet so 
near.’ ” 
“ Did you never get captured 1” 
“ Oh, yes, often, but 1 always gpt away 
by one means or another. 
Sometimes the 
Yanks would lock rather jubious at me and 
begin to talk about spies. 
But I bad on 
my uniform and regular orders in the 
pocket, so they couldn’t say anything more. 
As for pure lyin’, I always believed that 
was one of the arts of war, and indulged 
liberally whenever my position required it. 
One time 1 was ketched in a way I never 
hcerd of before. 
You see I was always 
fond of ho33 iiesb, and during my leisure 
hours I had nothing to do but get up hoas- 
raees among the boys and trade around 
generally. 
Well, one time a fellow came 
along with a rattling pony that was a beau­ 
ty, sure 
He said he was a natural pacer 
and conld outpace any hoss in the world. 
So all the pacin’ stock in Forrest’s division 
tackled him, aud sure enough he got away 
with every cent we put up on our 
hoeses. 
Somehow that pony got into 
my mind until I was just crazy to 
owa him. 
So I traded for him at big fig­ 
ures, and rode off as proud as a peacock. 
In a day or two I was sent out with a 
party toward the Yankees. 
They come 
on us rather unexpected, and pretty soon 
it got to bo a question of speed with u s; 
in other worde we had to run like the devil. 
Off weut everybody but me, and thar 1 
was, Yankees a-comtn up like hail, shootin’ 
and a-yelling, my men rnnning half a mile 
ahead, and me a diddling along oa that 
cussed pony, whipping, spurring and cus- 
sin’ all I knew how, and the pony doing 
hts best, but he couldn’t break his pace. 
He was a natural pacer, sure enough, and 
couldn’t go another gait. Of coarse the 
Feds, just picked me and the pacer up like 
we was a sittin’ down. 
I got away in a 
night or two, but I loft the paccr.” 
“ Didn't the Federáis have their scouts, 
too?” 
“ I suppose they must. 
But they were 
not like ours, for certain ; because being 
in a fiiendly country we could go unarmed 
anywhere, and get ail the information the 
people had, while a blue uniform Btraying 
about was very quickly picked up by some­ 
body. 
So their scouts must have been al­ 
most if not altogether spies—that is with­ 
out their uniform, aud going concealed.” 
“ Did you have any regular system in 
your operations, or every man go on his 
own hook ?” 
“ Why, we couldn’t have run a week 
without a very rigid system. 
Suppose, for 
iustanec, the General had his headquarters 
at a certain town aud wished to know 
where the enemy was. 
Well, now spread 
out your fingers wide and you get an idea 
how we worked. 
First, say five men ' 
started on separate roads, all leading to­ 
ward the enemy. 
After a greater or less 
interval five more were sent out, and so 
until the nails and joints of your fingers 
are represented each by a scout. 
In very 
important cases this system was extended 
to any stretch of country aud any number 
of 
men. 
As 
soon 
as 
one 
of 
the first men discovered anything he 
dropped back, told the second and returned 
to his road. 
Aud so the news was rapidly 
carried to the Ge-nerai. 
Among so many 
some one was cure to find out what was 
wanted. 
One time, without knowing it, I 
had got entirely behind a Federal force out 
on a raid. 
And how to get back I did not 
know. 
Finally in despair, I determined to 
run through them. 
I knew they would be 
sure to just drop down and cam p on both 
aides of the road, and made a little plan 
accordingly. 
So about 9 o’clock, when 
everything was quiet, I got up close to the 


picket and put spurs to my horse full tilt 
down the road yelling, ‘ Wnoa! whoa ! 
stop that horse !’ as loud as I could talk it 
oat. 
Well, there was the very mischief 
to pay. Lots of Yankees lying in theroad_ 
run over and howling, scared to death_ 
pickets shouting, ‘ Halt — h a l t h o s s e s 
breaking loose and neighing—the Colonel 
a cussin’, ‘ Why don’t you ketch th a t___ 
hoss?’ And me lying Hat on old Ball, and 
spurring and shoutiDg whoa ! for dear life. 
I’m blessed if I believe they ever did find 
out what did i t !” 
“ I should say that camp must have had 
very poor pickets and patrols,” said I. 
“ Now, that’s jast it,” said old Shelb. 
“ W hat yon read about in tactics is one 
thing, wbat the officers order is another, 
and what is actually done is the very last 
and most different. 
We scouts soon found 
out that it was almost safer to be in the 
enemy’s camp than out of it, and easy 
enough to get there if you tried. It did 
seem to me that if the big officers had 
known as much as we did, or would have 
believed us when we told them, that war 
would have been a very different affair. 
I 
firmly believe that the drawback in all 
wars is in the Generals getting skeared of 
each other. 
They are like two pinter dogs 
Torn S 
uses; sometimes they pint 
each other by mistake and thar they stand, 
looking and afeared to stir until somebody 
comes up and gives them a kick to move 
’em. 
Them high-blood dogs and scientific 
Generals stand waiting while one of my 
old cur fighters or a common man would 
run in and see what was wbat.” 
“ But you must have been very lucky to 
escape so often ?” * 
“ Lucky is, may be, the right word for 
it, though I hardly spell it iu that way. 
My idee of luck is in a man keeping his 
eyes and ears open and his brain ready for 
business on the jump. 
One time I was 
ketched by some Federal cavalry, and os 
I was their only prisoner, there was a poor 
Bhow for me to get away. 
However, I 
rode along in the very middle of ’em, 
joking, laughing and making the best of it, 
until we rode out into the woods a bit for 
a noon halt. 
This was on a creek with 
pretty high banks and a smart chance of 
bushes about. 
About ten feet from whar 
I was I saw the biggest kind of a ball 
hornet’s nest in a bush, aud I begin 
to feel idees 
creeping all over me. 
I kept sliding around until I got close up 
to the nest, and when all hands happened 
to not be looking my way, 1 up and hit 
that ball a tremenjons lick with a big rid­ 
ing switch I had. 
Good lord how them in­ 
sex did circulate among the hosses aud 
men of that company. 
Thar was about a 
hundred of the cavalry, but in two urin­ 
ates after thar seemed to be a thousand. 
Every home seemed to think he ought to 
have been born a centerpede and was try­ 
ing to make up the mistake now. 
Some 
run, some backed into the creek ker-slosh, 
some laid down and rolled over, but every 
one was a-buck-jumpin’ all the time and all 
he knew how. 
About a dozen lit on me 
and my old mare and we went to dead 
plain running. I threw away the switch 
aüd just held on to the’ mane. 
The hor­ 
nets give me the devil, but I got away,”—

No notion except the Japan­ 
ese can vie with us in general cheerfulness

A 
nature that 
can 
change 
its 
moods 
easily can more easily 
bear 
sorrow 
than one which broods on its troui 
bles. 
A less mobile character than the 
Jewish would probably have been crushed 
and certainly embittered by the centuries 
of persecution that Jews have passed 
through. 
Yet it is undoubtedly most 
characteristic of the Jews to be bright and 
gay. 
Jewish family life is more attractive 
on this account, and this prevents that 
seeking for amusement outside of family 
circle 
which is 
the 
quickest 
dissol­ 
vent of family love. 
It is likewise due to 
this fact that servants who have lived a 
long time with Jews are ‘ spoiled ’ for any 
other service. 
In a wider sphere this joy­ 
ous view led to an optimistic view of things 
in general, which was the Jewish trait that 
had incited the ire of Schopenhauer, the 
father of modern pessimism and the hidden 
source of much of modern Jndenfresserei. 
Wagner’s opposition to ‘Judaism in mu­ 
sic’ is due to his pessimistic manner aud to 
the more peaceful aud happy strains which 
emanate from Jewish musicians.”

T he so-called Farm ers' Convention was 
held a t Stockton on Saturday. 
I t was not 
a Convention of Grangers, for th e S tate 
Grange passed resolutions expressly repu­ 
diating connection w ith any political con­ 
vention, past, present, or fnture. 
I t was 
not a body representing the farm ers of the 
State, for out of fifty-tw o counties only 
sixteen were represented in it. 
I t was not 
a harmonious Convention, for long before 
it adjourned fifty per cent, of the dele­ 
gates had w ithdraw n. 
In fact it was a 
strange hybrid tlfair, controlled by a few 
“ cranks," and moved this way and th a t by 
the crowd of political hacks th a t assem­ 
bled at Stockton for the purpose of influ­ 
encing it. 
Before it m et both the old par­ 
ties were a good deal anxions abont it. 
They had been deceived as to its im port­ 
ance, and a rum or had got about th a t if it 
could be got to indorse Estee or Stoneman, 
it would bring much strength to th e ticket 
it favored. 
As soon as it was in session it 
became apparent th a t it was n ot in any 
im portant sense a representative body. As 
it proceeded w ith the business before it, 
another fact became obvions, namely, th at 
the delegates were more Dem ocrats and 
Republicans than anything else, and th a t 
each faction was prepared to resent any un­ 
due indorsem ent of the other side. 
This 
feeling even threatened to break up the 
{ onvention, and in fact a large p art of the 
body eventually seceded, being dissatisfied 
w ith the character of the nom inations. 
An interm inable platform was adopted, 
which professed to be anti-m onopoly in 
spirit, but which embraced a plank propos­ 
ing the am endm ent of the C onstitution to 
bring it into conform ity w ith Judge Field’s 
decision in the railroad tax cases. 
This 
resolntion is the one really jndicions ex­ 
pression of the Convention, and how it 
ever found its way into the platform of such 
a body is a m ystery. 
The natural pre­ 
sum ption is th a t the fram ers of the plat­ 
form builded b etter than they knew ; th at 
they really w anted to propose som ething 
th at would be accepted as “ anti-m onopoly,” 
but th st they had not w it enough to do w hat 
they intended, and so blundered into a rea­ 
sonable and ju st proposition. 
The Con­ 
vention m ade nom inations for 
Railroad 
Commissioners, S tate Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, and State Controller. 
I t did not in­ 
dorse E stee or Stonem an, and it did not 
nom inate Judges. 
For Railroad Cjmm is- 
sioners it nom inated Foote, Doyle and 
Reed. 
The nom ination of Foote was re­ 
garded ai a piece of Democratic tactics, 
and disgusted the Republicans. 
The nom ­ 
ination of Doyle was procured by H arri­ 
son, the Sau Francisco liquor-seller, who is 
em ulating T hurber’s example, and trying to 
get up a little anti-m onopoly party of his 
own, which can be utilized to advertise his 
gin. 
H e pretends to have a backing 
among the m erchants of San Francisco, 
but it is very certain th a t his own hat car­ 
ries the principal strength of his party, 
and th a t all the votes he can m uster.üext 
m onth will neither help nor h u rt anybody. 
Mr. Doyle has now an opportunity to 


m eeting at all. 
N evertheless it was per­ 
haps ju st as well th a t they should make 
th a t discovery as they did, since otherw ise 
th ey m ight have continued to cherish the 
illusion th at they had a “ m ission” of some 
kind. 
As it is they have been completely 
disillasionized, 
and the indications 
are 
th a t they will go home and refuse to be 
bound by the actions of th e Convention, 
b u t will vote ju st as they would have done 
if it had not been held. 
As for the H arri- 
son-Doyle combination, it will have to do 
all its work in San Francisco, and the H a r­ 
rison part of it will probably find th at the 
m erchants of th a t city have already be­ 
came acquainted w ith the “ anti-monopo- 
“ ly ” history of Oleomargarine Thnrber, 
and do not propose to lend them selves to 
any sim ilar scheme for th e gratuitous ad­ 
vertising of H xrrison’r w hisky and ale.

ders of 'Sarrison, and his single slender 
hope of help consists in the possibility of 
organizing a “ m erchants’ p arty ” which 
will con.-ient to throw away its votes. 
As 
Doyle is on neither of the regular tickets 
it follows th at if he is voted for at all he 
m ust be voted for separately. 
H e is, in 
fact, a candidate who to all practical in­ 
tents hie no party behind him, and i t 
will tak>> a very rem arkable “ uprising” to 
secure f<ir such a candidate even a compli­ 
m entary vote. 
B at it was made apparent on Saturday 
th a t the so-called Farm ers’ Convention did 
not represent aDy real sen tin u n t or ele­ 
m ent beyond the persons of the delegates. 
A considerable proportion of its num erical 
strength consisted of the anti-debris dele­ 
gation from this city, which was uot regu­ 
larly chosen, and in fact had nothing to do 
w ith the original purposes of the Conven­ 
tion. 
Of the rem aining delegates very few 
were in agreem ent upon anything, and 
nothing b ut the avoidance of all attem pt 
at gubernatorial indorsements prevented 
the m eeting from breaking up in a row. 
The so called Farm ers’ Convention, there­ 
fore, has not done anything to change the 
politi.ial situation beyond infusing a little 
more aonfusion into it. 
As for th e Doyle- 
H arri » n combination, it is clear th at Mr. 
Doyle m ight ju st as well have pu t himBelf 
in nc urination, for he has derived no 
strength w hatever from the Stockton Con- 
ventico. 
He m ust still depend upon his 
friend and fellow-demagogue, H arrison for 
vote» ib San Francisco. 
I t is, perhaps, the 
case th a t the Democrats got most of the 
programme on this occasion. 
In nom inat­ 
ing ’H Éthington, of San Francisco, for the 
Board of Equalization they really gave the 
R epnl Beans nothing, for W ithington is on 
no regular ticket, and therefore votes for 
him c Minot be had to any useful extent. 
The Republicans in the Convention recog­ 
nized this, and did not like it. 
In fact, 
nothicg the Convention did was satisfac­ 
tory to all the delegates, and as the pro­ 
gramme proceeded the bolting became last 
and furious, until at the end half the dele­ 
gates lild taken their hats and walked out, 
w ith ro intention to return. 
All who were present realized th at the 
affair Baa a complete fiasco, and m ost of 
the delegates m ust have been thoroughly 
disguaied w ith the w aste of tim e to which 
they !» d been subjected.

of the campaign. 
There is yet tome talk

Caleb Dorsey, of Stanislaus, sprang to his 
feet and said as the Convention had refused 
proxies, and those of his delegation present 
held the proxies of those absent, he and the 
delegation would decline to act with the Con­ 
vention, whereupon they gathered up their 
hats aud wraps and withdrew amidst coma 
confusion. 
M r. Russel!, of Alameda, said one cf the 
Alameda delegation was Bick and had sent 
him instead. 
He asked to be admitted, and 
urged his claims in strong terms, but the Con­ 
vention turned a deaf ear, and he withdrew. 
Several of the delegates explained that 
they were there in a dual capacity represent­ 
ing farmers’ meetings and also the Anti-D e­ 
bris Convention, 
The temporary cfticera were then m ale 
permanent officers, and committees on Order 
of Business and on FTalform were ordered 
appointed. 
_ A recess was taken to give the committees 
time, aud, at the expiration of half an hour, 
the Committee on Order of Business reported 
an order of nomioatiug in this manner : First, 
Railroad Commissioners; second, members 
State Board of Equalization; third.

I). A. Larned, of San Joaquin, made a vain 
endeavor to get the Convention to coasider a 
resolution asking the Legislature toprovide for 
the enforcement of the constitutional declara­ 
tion against large land holding», but the dele­ 
gates laughed at and guyed Mr. Larned and 
refused to hear him, under the guise that his 
proposition and manner were just too funny 
to be seriously considered. 
He then tried it 
in another form by a resolution declaring 
azaiust land-holdings hereafter in excesB of 
040 acres of firat-eiass and 1,280 of second- 
class land, and when he begun to speak of the 
magnitude of laud monopoly the anti-monop­ 
olists again guyed him uomerciÍH’ly, and he 
was forced to tik e his seat greatly embar­ 
rassed. 
One delegate remarked subsequently 
that Larned was foolirii to offer such a reso- 
lu ion before a b i i y «even out of ten of the 
members oí which were landowners in excess 
of the prescription proposed. 
The Committee on Platform at this juncture 
reported, Mr. McConnell reading the platform. 
It was very lengthy and was wholly d :voted 
to a review of the railroad question.

The expression cf a great mass of those 
who took parl%Q ths Convention was that its 
labors were not satisfactory, and th at partisan 
spirit controlled the body, and not a few of 
tbe delegates on the street and in tbe hotel 
and elsewhere openly spoke of the Convon- 
tion as a failure, aud not representative of 
the farmers of the State.

S atu rd ay evening two cara fall of eath tiu - 
astic Kapubíiean» accjm paitie j th e R epubli­ 
can county candidatos to E .k Grove, arriving 
there a t 8 p. )(. 
T ae R epublicans of E ik 
G rove had m ade all needed preparations, bon­ 
fires b lazid at various points, and a very large 
num ber of people were present. 
T he m eeting 
w as held in th ) large ball of the T oronto 
H otel, and was called to order by A be W ood­ 
w ard, od whose m otion J . H . A tk in s was 
called to preside. 
I t was one of th e largest 
political m eetings ever held a t E ik Grove. 
AH the R epublican county candidates m ade 
addresses replete w ith facts, eloquence and 
argum ents. M uch enthusiasm was m anifested, 
and aii the speakers ware applauded. 
A t the 
close of the m eeting, one K enuard, a seccesh 
D em ocrat, and one E lder, of the sam e stripe 
(late defeated D em ocratic candidate for the 
Assem bly), called for B erkey. 
In response 
to w hat was evidently arranged by him as a 
d-vice to m ake trouble, M r.

MEETING. 


A m eeting of the colored citizens of Sacra­ 
m ento was held on F rid ay night. 
T he object 
of the m eeting was to consider the question 
of sending a delegate to the S tate C onvention 
called by th e E xecutive C om m ittee of the 
Colored C it’zaus’ C alifornia S tate U nion. B. 
A. Johnson w as elected C hairm an and R C. 
Furguson Secretary. 
A fter a thorough dis- 
cutsion of the objects ar.d m ethods of said 
U nion, as set forth in circular, the following 
resolutions, offered by B . A . Johnson, were 
unanim ously a d o p ted : 
'V hrrbas, There exists in the city of San Fran­ 
cisco an organization known as the Colored Citizen»’ 
California State Union, which claims to represent 
th - whole State, whose function is to interview all 
candidates for State and Nations! office, and whose 
system contemplates auxiliary clubs in the various 
localities with sim ilar function in the several dis- 
tiiets for local officers, upon the question of giving 
colored citizens proportionate representation in the 
event of success ; and, whereas, in pursuit of the 
aforesaid object they are not limited to theRepubli 
eau party.but profuse to conclude term s witii which­ 
ever caudidate they deem will give the best assur­ 
ance irrespective of party ties; therefore be it 
Jiteolved. By the colored citizens in mass assem­ 
bled, th at while we concur with the objects sought 
by raid union, we are unalterably opposed to and 
condemn their methods as entirely destitute of prin­ 
cipie and unworthy our co operation or support. 
R em lm l, That we are in favor of all honorable ef­ 
forts- within tiie Republican p irty to'oblain suitable 
representation, but consider our political integrity 
and race gratitude param ount to every other con­ 
sideration, as any other course would do violence to" 
the political teaching in which we were baptized 
citizens of the United States. 
Jieeolved, That we recommend our people in the 
various localities to take such action as they deem 
necessary to prevent any compromise of their polit 
ioal honor.

O a S atu rd ay last tb e Police C ourt was oc­ 
cupied m ost of the day in trying & case 
agaiust Jo h n Cox, a fruit-grow er and shipper, 
for violation of the A ct of the L egislature 
of M arch 4, 1881, providing for the protec­ 
tion of horticulture and viticulture, and m ak­ 
ing it a m isdem eanor fur any cue to violate 
any of the quarantine regulations of the 
Board of Cítate V iticuK ural Comtnis?ionur». 
Am ong the rules and qu aran tin e regulations 
adopted is th a t requiring ail b»xes used for 
packing or chipping fru it to be disinfected be­ 
fore they can be used again. 
I t is for a vio­ 
lation of these regulation* th a t the defendant, 
John Cox, was, npon th e c u n u lain t of H srry 
De V euve, J r ., one of the V iticulturvl In ­ 
spectors. and a t th e ins*anc? of M atthew 
Cooke, Chief E xecutive V iticu ltu ral Officer, 
arrested and prosecuted. 
W . J . T usks, one 
of the attorney* for the S tate Board, and 
C ity A ttorney A nderson conducted the pros­ 
ecution, and J . N . Y oung appeared for the 
defense. 
A dem urrer was inteiposed to the com ­ 
p lain t raising several point?, directed against 
the constitutionality cf the law , counsel urg­ 
ing th a t the law is unconstitutional becau-e 
moro th an one subject is em braced in the ti­ 
tle, and th a t it is a delegation of the law ­ 
m aking power to an inferior power. 
T h a t it 
is not a police regulation, b u t au arb itrary 
pow er attem pted to be authorized, and which 
in effect am ounts to the taking of private 
property w ithout due process of law. 
Counsel for the prosecution com bated these 
propisitions, and argued th a t the law related 
to a class, and was a proper police regulation. 
A fter an extended argum ent the C ourt over­ 
ruled the dem urrer.

L hapine, of S an ta C lara (an orchardist and 
physician), and several other witnesses. 
The 
testim ony of I ’rofeisor D w inelle and D r. 
L hapine w as of a m ost interesting charac­ 
ter, and disclosed the fact th a t there was 
a m ost 
fearful 
ravage 
by 
tbe 
insect 
fru it and vine pest in this S tate. 
T h at 
the first appearance 
of 
this 
perniciosis 
pest, as the 1‘rotes-or styled it, occurred near 
Sacram ento in 1874, 
through some fru it 
shipped here tho year before, for exhibition 
a t our S ta ts fair, in which fru it was tbe 
codling m oth aud larva.-. 
T h at from this 
th e contagion took root, and is now presec t 
in thirty-one countie* of tu b S tate, m aking 
great ravages upon th e fruit. 
T h at it is to 
check this th a t these stringent laws and qu ar­ 
antine regulation* have been passed and 
adapted. 
I t was shown by the evidence th a t 
this pest w hich intects the fru it has a very 
injurious effect upon the health of those who 
consum e the fruit, either in it? n atu ral state, 
or iu the form of cider or wine. 
T h at some 
clarees of these pests attack the trees and 
vines, and have destroyed entire orchards and 
vineyards. 
T h at unless there could be some 
general action to abate this nuisance, and 
which could be enforced on ail afike, th e re­ 
sult would be very destructive to tha fru it 
and vine-growing interests of this S tate. 
A fter hearing all the evidenca the C om t 
adjudged the defendant guilty as charged. 
I t is understood th a t this should be a tis t 
case, and it w iil be taken a t once to the Su­ 
prem o C ourt on habeas corpus to test the 
validity cf tbe A ct, and to settle all constitu­ 
tional questions, w ith a view th a t in the 
event th a t the Suprem e C ourt should declara 
any of the provisions of the law unconstitu­ 
tional th a t the defect can b ) rem edied this 
ensuing L egislature.

DOMESTIC* 


The P resid en t's H ealth. 
New Y obk, Octol»?r 7th.—The Telefftxtm't 
Washington special rays : It is reported that 
when the President left Washington this 
summer his condition was much more serious 
than supposed. It was generally believed 
that he was overworked, exhausted, and 
needed rest. 
Very few suspected that his 
physicians here parted with him with the 
gravest spprehepsion as to the result of his 
case. 
He was, if the story be true, suffering 
from a painful kidney disease, which threat­ 
ened to become chronic. 
His physicians told 
him to work less and Bleep inore, or a fatal 
termination would come in a short time. 
Eminent New York physicians confirmed 
this view. 
He went to Alexandria Bay 
much depressed, and his friends hope the 
change will do much good, and that the 
gloomy fears of his physicians will disappear 
on his return. 
T he M issouri O u tlaw . 
St. Lodis, October 7th.—Governor Crit­ 
tenden has withdrawn and abrogated the 
proclamation issued by him on the 28:h of 
July last, in which he offered rewards for the 
arrest and conviction of certain train rob­ 
bers, he stating that the chief actors iu such 
robberies are now either dead or in the cus­ 
tody of the law of the State. 
K ansas City (Mo.), October 7th.—At In­ 
dependence to-day a number of old friends 
were admitted to the jail to talk with Frank 
James. He seemed in excellent spirits, and 
ex pressed _ confidence in his ability to clear 
himself of the charges that may be brought 
against him. 
James’ wife visited him during 
the morning. 
A t the hotel yesterday he 
wrote upon th9 register, “ Frank James, wife 
and child,” remarking it was the first time he 
had signed his real name in sixteen years. 
There were a namber of bidders for the 
aatograph, but the landlord declined to per­ 
mit the register to be cut. James’ appearance 
strongly indicates the rapid approach of con- 
-jptioD, and. abhough he asserts that he is 
in good health, it is evident that he is consid­ 
erably broken physically, if not in spirits. 
It is the general opinion that he confidently 
expected to be admitted to bail yesterday, and 
there is no doubt he could give bonds in any 
amount demanded. The regular term of the 
Criminal Court occurs in November, but it is 
thought that Judge W hite will give a hearing 
to application for bail before that time. There 
is a great difference of opinion here as to the 
probability of sufficient evidence being ob­ 
tained to convict him of the charges pre­ 
ferred in this county. Opinions are also 
greatly at variance as to the chances for par­ 
don in case of conviction. Major Edward» 
states positively that James had no encour­ 
agement farther than that offered in the let- 
far from Governor Crittenden, published yes­ 
terday. 
A Most H orrible Murder. 
E v ansville (Ind.), October 7th.—A most 
horrible murder has been committed within 
three miles of Mount Vernon, in Posey 
county. The neighbors of Hume Redman, 
about 9 o’clock on Friday night, hoard loud 
cries for mercy, “ For God’s sake don’t kill 
me !” etc., at the same time sounds of blows, 
followed shortly by the report of a pistol, and 
Redman was heard to exclaim : “ My God, 
Eva, have I hit you : for God’s sake speak to 
me. 
Hid I kill you?” Redman then opened 
the door and called the neighbors, saying his 
wife had shot herself. 
Parties went to the 
house and found Redman’s wife on the floor 
about two feet from the door, weltering in 
Mood, and in a dyiog condition, a derringer 
pistol lying on her lap.

BICE. 


Bow T hey Grow It *n G eorgia w ith Success. 
The following, in view of the attention 
being given to rice culture in California, 
will prove of interest in California, and 
may be of value here notwithstanding the 
difference between this climate and that of 
Georgia. 
The letters are from J. H. Nich­ 
ols and H. H. Jones, of Nacoochee, Ga., to 
a local paper of the South : 
I have been quite successful in the cult 
ure of upland rice on my place here. 
On 
my best land I have grown it at the rate of 
ninety-three and onc-fialf bushels per acre. 
The common impression that it requires 
damp land is erroneous, as my best yield 
was on land which was as dry as any of 
my valley farm. 
I prepare the land thor­ 
oughly m the spring, plowing deep, and if 
the land is disposed to be cloddy, harrow 
well after plowing. 
Lay off in shallow 
drills twenty-four or thirty inches apart, 
and cover lightly. 
Sow the seed as soon as 
the danger of frost has passed. 
In the first 
working great care must be taken to remove 
all the grass and weeds, as the rice-plant is 
delicate. 
Afterwards, good hoeing and 
plowing with a narrow bull-tongue plow is 
all that is neceeBary. 
In the fall see that 
none of theee little morning-glory vines 
which infest our bottoms are allowed tore 
main in the drills, as it ia impossible after 
cutting to separate the vines from the rice 
straw, and the seed being black, injures 
the appearance of the rice. 
J. H, N ic h o ls. 
The experience of the past few years has 
fully demonstrated the fact that by far the 
most profitable employment for the far­ 
mers of southern Georgia is the cultivation 
of the white or highland rice. 
The writer 
has tested the matter fully, both by expe­ 
rience and observation. 
W hile this va­ 
riety of rice flourishes best in a wet alluvial 
soil, producing as large a yield nnder such 
circumstances as the Carolina “ golden,” 
yet it does remarkably well on ordinary 
uplands, which are usually devoted to the 
growth of cereals or cotton. 
Indeed, it 
may be stated as a fact that any land, how­ 
ever elevated or Bandy, that will make un­ 
assisted, say from eight to twelve bushels 
of corn per acre, will easily produce from 
fifteen to twenty-five bushels of rice with 
the same cultivation. 
The only difereuce between the upland 
or Carolina ricoexists in the outer covering 
or hull of the grain, which is of a pale light 
color in the former and a bright yeliow io 
the latter. 
In weight, quality and excel­ 
lence, as an article of food, the one is equal 
to the other. 
Upon corn #r cotton upland, planting 
should begin alxmt the 20th of March, and 
may continue with euccess as late as the 
first of June. 
By the way of preparation simply flush 
up the ground with a turning plow, and 
smoOfh the surface, if possible, with an or­ 
dinary wooden or iron harrow. Then, with 
a narrow scoolier, open trenches two feet 
asunder and Jip ly in the drill any fertilizer 
that may be pio'.'ided. 
If the soil is high 
and dry the seed in small handfuls, ¿ay 
thirty to forty grains, should ’„t ueposited 
at intervals of fifteen or eighteen inches, 
to allow tbe fn e passage of the hoe in cul­ 
tivation. 
Coy* with a board as you would 
cotton. 
W here the land is low and strong, 
more especially if by lying fallow the crab- 
grass has been exterminated, the seed may 
be drilled at ffic rate of about one and a 
half bushels per acre. 
Thus treated, fifty 
bushels may lie easily made in average 
seasons. 
Cultivate la id with frequent plowing 
between, and keeping the hills free from 
grass or weeds. 
No crop is more easily made or will 
prove as remu lerative. 
W ith equal sea­ 
sons, and plarted Bide by side with corn, 
the rice will produce double the yield of 
corn, and is worth, in the rough state, 
fully a third more in the market. 
The 
writer has seen forty bushels produced on 
the light sea island cotton lands on the 
sea coast of Liberty county. 
He has also 
cultivated the rice as you would peas, in 
the middle of corn, where the soil was low 
and moist, raising a foil crop of corn and 
fifteen bushels of rice to the acre. 
In 
the latter case the rice received a thor 
ough working after the blades of the corn 
were removed for fodder. 
The rice straw, if protected from the 
weather, furnishes good provender for 
sheep, horses and cattle, and oftentimes, 
iu a wet season, the stubbly will put 
forth a second growth, which can be cut 
when green and cured, making the very 
best of hay.

A ll that needs to be 
done is to use only such food .is w il not 
ferm ent in the stom ach, and to clean out the 
organ occasionally by a judicious use of 
warm water, w ith sim ple tonics before 
m eals to aid th e d igestive process. A weak 
solution of ferric per enlphat: is recom­ 
m ended for inhalation to check hem or­ 
rhage in a severe stage of the diiease. The 
idea is w orthy the attention of the many 
who are supposed to be in the initial stages 
cf consum ption,— [Chicago H erald.
